St Pierre, Martinique, 
Ship Cicera, March g, 1799. 


« I have been here in this thip about 10 days, as prize- 
matier---fhe belongs to Liverpool, was captured by the 
French privateer fchooner Democrat, and recaptured by the 
frigate United States and feat in here, Her cargo confitts 
pruscipaily of live ftock, fuch as oxen, jack-affes, horfes,dec. 
and is valued at about 30,000 dollars of whieh i fuppofe 
one eighth will falltows. She is a fine thip, of 4g@ tons, 
mounts 20 nioe pounders, and carsics 50 men, oF rather 
g5 men and a5 boys. The privateer moupis 1% nine 
pounders, and had 100 men. They fonght two hours and 
an half, and after the French had boarded her, fought on 
the deck three quarteis. Out of 50 hands onboard, the 
capt and g men were killed, and 25 wounded, Could 1 
put give you adefcription of the {cence tuis fhip prefented 
when we firft took poffeflion of her, it would make your 
heart fhudder, Never were meu foinhumauly wangled, 
and much of it done tao aficr they had given wap, A hte 
tle boy, who was a favorite of the capiain, was osdered by 
the Frenchmen jo ga aloft and haul down the co ors; he 
cried, and faid he could not, which warthe fe&. The 
Frenchman iminediately up with his cutla’s and cut his 
arm alinoft off, aod gihtrwife wounded bin ip feveral 
p aces, The Englifhmen, there cau be no doubt, foughs 
hike anen; every thing ou board proves it. The French 
had been in poffeflion of her abou: gG hours before 
we re-captared her, during which time not one of the 

# poor fellows who had been wounded, had been dreffed, 
nor a fingle bucket of water thrown on the deck. They 
were in a perleét gore of blood; infomuch, that when the 
fhip would rofl with the heave of the fea, the blood ia the 
cabin rua from fide to fide jo a perfe@ current.

It is incredible how thefe Frenchmen fight, when driven 
to defperation. Having notiing to loft, and every thing 
to gain, whereyer they fee any thing that looks like plun- 
ger, nothing will deter them from attempiug he moll 
flaring enterprize. The Democrat has takeniwo of thoee 
other thips of equal force, aud carzied them iato Gauda- 
loupe. We found go Freachmea ca board this thip, 
who were put on board the frigate. 

Capt M'Fall arrived here on Wednedavin 42 deys from 
Spithead, informs, that on the gd of March, two fhips of 
athe line, 6 frigates, and 200 fail of Tranfports, with 15,000 
troops, failed from Spithead for Portugal, to aflitt the Por- 
tuguele againl the Eiench.

Green with his printing office, and on the oppoGte fide uf 
the ftreet, the whole range ef brick buildings, the property 
of meffis. Patton and Hackley, together with a number ef 
out houfes, the property of the feveral gentiemen above 
mentioned, Its farther progrefs was here imerrapted by 
the exertions of the citizens of this place, aided by thofe of 
the Friendly inhabitents of Falmouth, hk was with the 
utmoft difficulty that the dwelling houle of Mr. Glaffel, 
and Mr. Herndou's tavern, could be faved, both of which 
houfes were feveral times on fire; the lauer indeed loft a 
houfe which was a very few paces from his kitehen, and 
which adjoined the tavern. Had thofe houfes been con- 
fumed, thére was no doubt but the greater part of the low- 
er end of the town mult have been defiroyed ; So great 


the iffue, that the tobacco in the ware houfes (which me on 
Mr Glaffei’s lot) was removed, How the fire commenced, 
whether by accident or defign, we have not afceriained, 
although we have every reafow to fuppofe the latter; twa 
other attemprs having been made to fire the town within a 
week or two paft, nearthe {por fiam whence the flames 
were firlt feen to iffue. 

In fuch a calamity i is impefible but there muff have 
been great lofs fuftained beides the mere buining of the 
houfes; no calculation has yet been made as we underfland ; 
indeed from the difperlion of the property removed, we do 
no} fuppofe auy perfon can with accuracy fate his lols.

It has 
been twice played ; we wainelled it the fecoad time with 
encreafed p'cafure, and we doubt not chat a third re prefent- 
ation would give us an opportumty of difcovering vew 
beauties, anc encreafe our adraivation of the genius. of the 
author. 

The Stranger has but one advautage over the “ Italian 
Bather,"’ which is, that its fine fcene concludes the play, 
whereas ia the lait mentioned picce, the effe& of the very 
pathetic fcege becween Aitrabel and her father is in fome 
meature loit before the fall of the curtain, by means of 
the intervening comic fcene which furmifhes the under plot. 

The comic part of the Kahan Fa her is beyond compa- 
rifon, peferahle in point of wu to that of the Stranger ; 
though the effec produced. by the expofure of Lodovico is 
not fo gecatas that produced by the doubie expofure of 
Solomon and Peter in the Stranger. 

Aftrabel has fome poinis in which the refembles Mrs, 
Haller, yet is the charaéter diftinGly, and by being thrown 
into circumftances fo novel to the ftage, has ail the merit 
of originality. 

Michael] Brezzo is, in.our opinion, one of the fineft 
drawn charagters the lage poTeffes, and gives an opportu- 
nity to the performer to difplay the fudden changes and 
furious effc&s of paffion, in a mind of fenfibility, more 
forcibly than any one dramatic picture we at this moment 
remember, 

The charater of Beialdo ie neceflarily fecond to Brazzo, 
yet is it forcible and happily managed, and in the hands 
of My. Coorxr flood prominent. The whole play ap- 
peared to be corre@iy repreienied, and will long continue 
to honours the ftage,
